But my 'absence 
was not a cause ot delay, as I..had 
written and left with, the clerK IS 
decisions In advance ot all the: other 
judges. I knew that would hold them 
till the last ot August, and during 
my absence they disposed of just one 
ot those cases, in which my'concur- 
ring decision had been, written .long 
In advance. There Is no reason why 
competent judges should..fall to keep 
up with their work .and • to d«cide 
every case within two or three weeks 
after it Is argued. To hold up a case 
tor two or three months, Is, I think, 
a shame and a disgrace. Were it. not

the other jndges, I would write up 
'and give to.the press my decision on 
every case ot general ...importance 
within one or two weeks after.jit is 
argued.

It la 
a peobMu "with every farmer, eve/y 
trtn^e^er'and- id&er, every House- 
hdMCr, ft to a': problem with every 
towij, rftate and nation. And now,-«rjr 
confipl&eusly, ft IS a problem with 
three great groups of nations, ntimely, 
the aHieS, the central empires aud the 
neutrals ;'iu a* word U is'a great inter- 
national ^problem.. 


The. food1 problem today of our o\vn 


nation/ therefore hns us Its most eon- 
splcuoqs phase an International cbaruc- 
ter. A sufficient and 'regular supply 
of' food for the maintenance of the 
great.field armies of our lighting allies 
tnd of tfelr no less great armies of 
working inen 'and working women In 
the war Industries, and finally for thu 
maintenance of the women and chil- 
dren In the home, Is an absolute ne- 
cessity, second to no other, for the 
successful prosecution of tlie war for 
liberty. In the. providing of this- food 
for the great allied food jxnil. the Unit- 
ed States pluys a predominant part. 


With the present diversion of tens of 


millions of men from the farms into 
the fighting and Industrial armies, re- 
sulting In u marked lessening of food 
production, and tho present necessity 
of Increasing the dally ration of other 
millions of men turned from sedentary 
occupations Into those of strenuous 
physical labor, resulting In n marked 
increase of consumption, this deficiency 
between the food needs and the food 
production of the allies becomes great- 
er than ever, with (the consequence of 
a large Increase in the food quantities 
imperatively needed from the United 
States if the allied armies are to be 
able to "carry on." 


World's tarter Examined. 


This Is a general statement of a con- 


dition which only needs to be elabor- 
ated in detail to show Just what we 
have to do.

This estimate shows at 6nce 
that it contains too little for our own 
and our allies nse unless we all ad- 
minister the supply with the greatest 
care and wisdom. The allied peoples 
are energetically undertaking this ad- 
ministration. It lies now with us to 
do our part. If we fall, the people of 
the allies cannot be maintained at war. 
Their soldiers cannot fight without 
food. A certain definitely determlnn- 
We part of that food' rtrast come from 
us. Let us then examine carefully the 
world's larder as It appears today, or 
so much of It as Is nt our disposal, 


I propose to review the situation 


first, as regards the cereals, second, as 
regards food animals and their prod- 
ucts, third, ns regards sugar, fourth, 
an.regards vegetables, fifth.'as regards 
fish and sea foods, and. finally, as re- 
gards our duty In the matter. 


Cereal*. 


The 1017 harvest Is now so far ad- 


vanced.that we may compare It with 
previous production, and with the de- 
mands, which are going to be made on

that quarter will not be available In 
Europe until next spring. As already 
said, all the allied countries ore and 
nave been for some time rigorously ad- 
ministering and economising 
their 


food, to Belgium, the relief commis- 
sion has been compelled to reduce the 
consumption of cereals by nearly 90 
per cent; this brings the food supply 
so low that the population are In- 
capable of labor. 


Prom the above tables it will be, 


seen that on normal hates of consump- 
tion the total allied wheat Import re- 
quirements are 577,000,000 bushels 
against a North American surplus of 
208,000,000 
bushels—and from our 


United States supplies' we" must re- 
serve a certain amount for neutrals 
from which we receive vital supplies 
and also an amount to protect our 
stocks better next year than this last. 
There Is therefore on normal1 coj*- 
'snmptlon a deficit of over 400,000,000 
bushels. In the other cereals used In 
Europe mostly for animal feed, the 
Import necessities of the allies on nor- 
mal consumption basis nre'about 074,- 
000.000 against a North American sur- 
plus of 000,000,000. But again a re* 
serve for neutrals nnd Increased "car- 
ry over" will absorb all the margin. 
In any event It means we must multi- 
ply our exports of these cereals 20 
times. However, uj)on the basis of our 
present crop prospects we should be 
able to supply their requirements in 
cereals other than wheat. 


Wheat Situation Difficult. 


The situation In wheat Is one of 


great difficulty and concern, and must 
he met by nn elimination of waste and 
reduction of consumption on the part 
of the allied peoples nnd ourselves, In 
one word, by an effective administra- 
tion of the available supply. • 


The allies are unable to use other 


cereals alone' for • bread. They can 
nse them only as added to wheat flour 
to make the war bread now In uni- 
versal use In European countries. Ex- 
cept In Italy, whose people normally 
consume much corn, our allies have 
few corn mills and cornmeal Is not a 
durable commodity and therefore can- 
not be shipped In great quantities. 


Moreover, for generations they have 


bought bread from the bakeries • they 
have no equipment nor do tbey*know 
how to bake In the household. Every 
American knows that H Is Infeaslble 
to distribute corn bread from bakeries, 
nnd It Is therefore necessary for uo 
to furnish our allies with sufficient 
wheat to enable them to have a wheat 
basis for the loaf. 'However, they can 
use and must use other cereals for 
mixture In their war bread, and by 
this substitution and by" savings on 
their part a great deal can be accom- 
plished. On the other hand, a deficit 
of 400.000,000 bushels can be at least 
partially overcome If we can Increase 
our exports from 88.000,000 to 220,- 
OOO.OfJh or nearly triple. This can be 
accomplished If we will substitute one 
pound of other cereals for one pound 
o.f wheat flour weekly per person; that 
Is, If we reduce our consumption of 
wheat flour from five pounds per week 
to four pounds per week, per person. 
It will be no privation to us nnd will 
reduce the privation of our allies. 


Food Animals. 


Owing to the ascending standard of 


living, the world was already strained 
to supply enough animal products to 
meet the demand before the war be- 
rmn. The war has Injected Into an al- 
r>ady difficult jittuotlon n number of 
vicious conditions which nre Jeopardiz- 
ing the ultimate animal products sup- 
ply of the world. The production of 
fodder In Europe has been diminished 
by the diversion of productive labor to 
war, and its Import hns been curtailed 
by shortage in shipping and by the 
Isolation of markets by belligerent 
lines. F'rora these causes not only are 
the actual numbers of animals de- 
creasing in Europe, but the average 
weight and the annual output of dairy 
products per animal, are decreasing. 


A careful estimate of the world's 


food animal position shows the follow- 
ing position:

'The Impact of European demand 


nfion our animal products will be 
malutalned for a long period of years 
after peace. We can contemplate a 
high range of prices, for meat and 
for animal products for many years to 
come. We must undertake to meet the 
demand pot only during the wnr, so as 
to enable our allies to continue to fight. 
but we must be prepared to meet the 
demand after the war. Our herd can- 
not be Increased In a single night or 
In q single year. Our producers will 
not Only be working In their own ul- 
timate Interest In hiylng the founda- 
tion" of larger herds and Hocks, but 
will serve our national Interest and the' 
Interest of humanity, for years to cuiue, 
If the best strftlns of young animals 
are preserved. 
The Increase In herds 


cqn oujy be accomplished if we save 
more of our rougliugu and -raise more 
fodder grains. It Is worth not in:; tlmt 
after the war Europe with lessened 
herds will, pending their recuperation, 
require leys fodder anil will tUnwfore 
produce more bread grains und Im- 
port less of them, so that we can tifter 
the war safely reduce our bread grain 
production to Increase our fodder. But 
we must lay our foundation In, the 
meantime to Increase our herds. 


There Is only one Immediate solution 


to the short supply of meat fur ex- 
port pending the Increase In our herds 
und llock* which will take year*. Pur- 
Ing the course of the wnr, we can, Just 
as with the cereals, reduce the con- 
sumption and eliminate the waste par- 
ticularly among those classes which 
can best afford It. In the meantime, In 
order to protect alt of our people) 'we 
must carefully control our meat ex- 
ports In order that the people shall not 
be denied this prime necessity of life. 


Dairy Products. 


The world's dairy supplies are de- 


creasing rapidly for two Important rea- 
sons. 
First, the dnlry cattle of Eu- 


rope arc diminishing, for Europe Is be- 


1 Ing driven to ent Its cattle for moat; 
seootid, the diversion of labor to wnr 
bus decreased the fodder supplies ami 
the shortage of shipping has limited 
the amount of Imported fodder and 
therefore the. cattle which can be sup- 
ported and the productivity of the Indi- 
vidual cow have been reduced. Even 
our own dairy supplies are not keeping 
pace with our growth of population, for 
our per capita milk supply has fallen- 
from 00 to 75 gallons annually In the 
past 15 years. Yet today we must ship 
Increasing amounts of dairy products 
to our allies. 


The dairy supplies of the allies In 


normal times cinnc to a considerable 
degree from western Scandinavia. Hol- 
land nnd Switzerland, but under Ger- 
man pressure these' supplies nre now 
partly diverted to Germany. The men 
tinder arms and the wounded mu«t be 
supplied with condensed milk In large 
quantities. 
The net result of these 


conditions, despite rigorous reduatlon 
of consumption among the adults of the 
civil population In Europe, is tlmt our 
allies are still short of large quantities 
and again the harden of the replace- 
ment of tWs shortage must fall on 
North America. The growing exports 
of dairy products from the United 
States to the allies arc shown In the 
following, table:

The high price of fodder nnd meat In 


the United States durinc tlie past few 
montbs Induced by tlie ]iressins KIITO 
penn demand hni set up dangerous cur- 
rents In this country, especially In 
those regions dependent upon butter 
and the sale of milk to municipalities 
having made It tnore profitable to sell 
the cattle for meat than to ke«p them 
and produce dairy products. There- 
fore; the dairy cattle are decreasing 
In some sections. Tlie only sections In 
which dalrj; products have had a rise 
In price In appropriate proportion to 
the,Increase In most of feeds are those 
producing condensed milk nnd cheese. 


Our home milk nnd butter supplies 


ere therefore looked at In a broad way, 
decreasing while our population Is In- 
creasing. This deficiency of dnlry but- 
ter Is shown by the Increased sales of 
margarine, which show an Increase of 
several million pounds per month over 
similar"period* In 101.*. Dairy butter, 
however, has'qualities which render It 
vitally necessary for children.

THE FARMER'S WHEAT, 


North Dakota farmers are anxiously 


watching the outcome of a govern- 
ment controlled wheat and flour mar- 
ket 


Suddenly the nation, through Its 


governmental agencies has seized up- 
on economic forces and the manner In 
which the authority Is used means 
profit or loss to the tillers of the soil. 
The speculative market has been 
swept away and In Its place Is govern- 
ment control. 


No one knows yet where the law Is 


going to leave the producer, But North 
Dakota now has a concrete example 
of the application of state socialism. 
preached from the hustings for tho 
last two years. 


It Is, however, a war not a political 


expedient. The natural laws ot sup- 
ply and demand are sadly disorgan- 
ized. \Var has broken down the oper- 
ation of the normal economic forces 
The government has stepped in, hop- 
ing to restore equilibrium anu guar- 
antee fair prices and (air profits. 


During the transition there is but 


one thing for the North Dakota farm- 
er to do and that Is to sit tight and 
keep in close touch with developments. 
Now is no time for hysteria. Con- 
servative, sound, business judgment Is 
Imperatively necessary. Neither is It 
a time to listen to tho demagogue. 
The grain exchanges have practically 
been wiped out and the farmer now 
'has the government controlled mar 
kets which his new political leaders 
have been crying for, but of course 
under decidedly different conditions. 
The farmer Is not the dominant fac 
tor in this wheat situation. 


At present no price has been guar- 


anteed 
The $2 a bushel minimum in- 


corporated in the food bill applies 
only to the 1918 cro? and Is chiefly

age. 


Wheat prlcen have sagged since the 


food bill passed 
The Interim that 


must come before the government can 
handle the crop Is what menaces the 
North Dakota farmer and the grain 
trade of the northwest. 


The federal government proposes a 


paternalistic control over wheat, but it 
intends also to administer that author 
Ity for the prosecution of the war, not 
primarily In the interests of the pro- 
ducer 
It is reasonable to expect that 


the farmer will receive a just profit. 
He muRt have adequate returns, and 
If the federal government bungles the 
Job the result will be disastrous The 
farmer1' must receive as adequate a 
profit from their toil as any one en- 
gacol in war work, and to deny tne 
North Dakota farmer a return on tils 
capital rqual to that Invested In the 
manufacture of munitions or other 
war supplies will seriously unbalance 
economic conditions

The first break in the 24-hour ferry 


service whlcfi has been given daily by 
the Red Trail Ferry Co. since 
the 


launching of the good ship .Marion oc- 
curred last week, when 
the stern 


wheel struck a partially submerged 
sandbar and broke a sprocket wheel, 
placing the ferry out of commission 
for a few hours before the company 
could charter another boat to take the 
run temporarily. Service was restored 
last evening and will be continued on 
a 12-hour basis for a few days pend- 
ing the arrival of necessary repairs 
to the Marlon. When the latter is 
again placed in commission, the 24- 
hour service which has proved so ac- 
ceptable to people ot the twin towns, 
will be restored. 


The part which was broken 'last 


week was ordered by the company the 
middle of last June In anticipation of 
trouble when the Missouri fell to low 
water stage. Owing to the congestion 
in all foundry and machinery shops 
caused • by tbe great demands which 
the war has made on them, delivery 
ot the sprocket wheel has been de- 
layed. Otherwise only a few minutes 
would have been required yesterday to 
make the needed repairs. 


The Marion has been running day 


and night, giving patrons excellent 
service. As the river has receded, the 
company 
has been subjected to a 


heavy expense In changing and length- 
ening Its approaches, out no pains 
have been spared to keep the ferry 
in operation and to eliminate the only 
break existing in the Red trail be- 
tween the two coasts.

Chairmen Luther E. Birdzell Calls 


Attention to Necessity for 


Prompt Action 


Tbe practice adopted by local ex- 


emption boards in some counties of 
running through the entire registrar 
tipn list and reporting to tbe district 
board only registrants who do not 
claim exemptions is not legal, and will 
not be countenanced, Provost Marshal 
Crowder yesterday advised Governor 
Prazier In a letter which the latter is 
mailing today to the 53 local boards in 
North Dakota. 


"Some county boards are proceeding 


to call throughout the whole list of 
persons registered and then to certify 
up only those who claim no exemp- 
tions, regardless of whether their or- 
der ot obligation places them within 
the quota, leaving the claims ot ex- 
emption undecided or merely formally 
allowing all of them without discrim- 
ination," wires General Crowder. 


Permits Volunteering. 


"In effect, this course permits vol- 


unteering among registrants. 
The 


method Is Illegal and unauthorized. All 
registrants stand la equality before 
the law. This practice results In call- 
ing men out of their order. The dis- 
trict boards must certify all names to 
the district board. Great care must 
be taken by the local board to send 
no one to military duty whose order 
of obligation Is so late as to make It 
improbable that he will be within the 
total quota. 


Must Certify Promptly. 


"District 
boards 
should 
certify 


promptly to local boards those who 
claim.no exemptions and should also 
act promptly on the cases of persons' 
whose order of obligation is early. 
The first 30 per cent ot the quota may 
be composed of men whose cases are 
decided, although the cases of per- 
sons of prior obligations are still pend- 
ing b> the district board. When the 
second call is made Sept. 19, there 
will be enough appealed cases within 
the exclusive jurisdiction ot tbe dis- 
trict board decided to make up the 
second 30 per' cent from men whose 
order'ot obligation is early. The same 
will be true' of the 30 per cent called 
Oct. 3, but care must be exercised in 
the selection of the last 10 per cent 
to avoid including anyone whose order 
of obligation would not include him 
in the quota, while a registrant whose 
order of obligation would result in bis • 
selection is allowed to evade service." 


Boards Are Delayed. 


"Sufficient registrants must have 


been accepted by each county board, 
certified to the district board, and by 
tbat board certified to the adjutant 
general and back to the county boards 
to nil the 30 per cent of the quota to 
be called Sept. 30," said Chairman 
Luther E. Birdzell today in comment- 
ing upon tbe fact that some of the 
local boards have not shown tbe speed 
expected. Much of this delay is due 
to the fact that county auditors have 
been at the capital this week attend- 
ing sessions of the state board of 
equalization. With their resumption 
ot duty next week, more progress may 
be anticipated. 
Some ot the county 


boards are not certifying the names 
of men as accepted, hut evidently be- 
lieve it the Intent of the law that no 
certification be made until the coun- 
ty's quota Is filled. This is not a cor- 
rect Interpretation of the law, states 
Judge Birdzell, and unless these coun- 
ties certify to the district board the 
names ot men as they are accepted 
n,ov will iot ** ready to supply their 
30 per cent ot the total quota Sept. 6. 


Counties which have certified par- 


tial lists to the district board to date 
are: Adams, Billings, Burka, Burlelgh, 
Dunn, Golden Valley, Grand Forks, 
Grlggs, Hettlnger, LaMbure, McLean. 
Oliver, Pierce, (Ramsey, Ransom, Sher- 
idan. Slope, Steele and Towner. No 
reports have been received from other 
counties, and the board will have noth- 
ing from them upon whick tt can act 
when It convenes next Monday. The 
board will work as rapidly as possi- 
ble, and will certify the names of ac- 
cepted men to the local boards and 
to the adjutant general beginning th* 
third day following its convening
